Now that 1952 is here and nothing has been done on any of 
the bridges, people here realize that the budget placement was 
nothing more than an empty, quieting gesture. Again the bridges 
are included in the 1952 budget if that means anything. It is 
our purpose to discover if there is a meaning and to smoke out 
the trouble spot. 

Meanwhile 15 additional accidents have occurred at the bend 
since Feb, last year causing nine injuries and property damage 
amounting to $14,205, according to records at the Florida High- 
way Patrol District office in Pahokee disclosed by Lt. H. L. Sim- 
mons. 

These accidents are the only ones recorded. There 
probably been many mishaps there wihch aren't dn the records. 
It would be intersting to discover the number of times the re- 
pair crew has replaced railings and patched the mutilated bridge. 
These would conceivably average once a week. 

In the two preceding s up to Feb. 1951, the death toll 
was five and property damage mounted to well over $100,000, 
according to a survey of the chamber of commerce.

VETERANS INFORMATION | 
AND SERVICE

Did you know that under con- 
ditions similar to those for out-| 
patient medical treatment, eli- | 
gible veterans may be furnished | 
out-patient dental treatment at 
Government expense? 

For out-patient ‘dental treat- 
ment, the dental condition must | 
be determiried by VA to have 
been incurred in, or made worse 
by, the veteran's active service 
before treatment can be author-| 
ized; or, when treatment of den- 
tal condition is necessary for} 
the relief of service-connected | 
physical disability. Also, a den- 
tal condition will be treated| 
when determined as necessary | 
to prevent interruption of voca-| 
tional training under Public 
Law 16, 78th Congress. 

In the event that the veteran 
is found to be entitled to out- 
patient treatment for a dental | 
condition at Government ex-| 
pense, an examination will be| 
authorized to determine the 
need for treatment. Where VA 
facilities are not available, the 
veteran may select an authoriz- 


ed dentist of his choice. j 
Korean veterans are entitled 
to the same dental benefits as 


those of World War II, and care | 


should be taken to see that evi- 
dence of dental condition will 
be available when deeded. 
Therefore, I want to urge re- 


| turning veterans to have a den- 


tist check their dental condition 
n as they are discharged 
(if they had any dental trouble 
or treatment in service), and to 
file a claim without delay. I 
know from experience just how 
difficult it is to get VA approval 
of some of these dental claims.

LIVESTOCK SALES GAINS 
UNDER CAPITAL GAINS 


Gains from the sales of live- 
stock are included under the 
capital gain provisions of sec- 
tion 117, Revenue Act of 1951. 

The treatment is extended to. 
livestock sales held for draft, 
breeding or dairy purposes if 
acquired at least 12 months 
prior to the date of sale, the 
act states. 

The statute applies regardless 
of the animal's age but does not 
include poultry. It pertains to 
taxable years beginning after 
Dec. 31, 1941. Provisions for 
extension of the holding period 
from six to 12 months and for 
exclusion of poultry apply only 
with respect to taxable years 
beginning after Dec, 31, 1950.

While in training, quarters and 
subsistence will be furnished 
without charge. Immediate 
shipboard positions as radio of- 
ficers are now available,

tion to take this training any 
time in the future, please con- 
tact Enrolling Officer, U. S, 
Maritime Service, 1213 Masonic 
Temple Building, New Orleans, 
Louisiana.

DAN McCARTY CALLS FOR 
CEILING ON TAXATION 
Dan McCarty, Fort Pierce 
candidate for governor, told Du- 
val County voters here Thurs- 
day that there must be a ceiling 
on taxation if our system of gov- 
ernment is to survive 
Speaking at a big night meet- 
ing, McCarty said that all the 
tax payer asks is honest gov- 
ernment based on sound prin- 
ciples. 
“There must be an end some 
time to rising taxes," he said. 
“Business must be permitted to 
operate on some semblance of 
freedom and at the same time 
assure full justice to labor.” 
“Moral honesty is just as im- 
portant as legal honesty,” he 
said. “We must return to this 
fundamental principle. It is 
only then that we can eliminate 
waste and extravagance and ex- 
pect greater service, efficienc; 
and economy in government.” 
McCarty in his first public 
appearance here since qualifing 
as a candidate, sad- “I have 
steadfastly refused to tie my 
hands or to compromise the 
principle of honesty in govern- 
ment.” He declared that during 
his former campaign he absolu- 
tely refused to accept contribu- 
tions from racketeers and gam- 
blers.

TO BAIT FIELDS TO 
CONTROL MICE, RATS 


A zinc phosphide bait will 
control field mice and rats in 
watermelon fields, according to 
V. L. Johnson, assistant district 
agent with the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 
Mr. Johnson, who is working 
cooperatively with the Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
advised farmers to bait thei 
fields twice before planting— 
two weeks and five days before 
—to contra} mice and cats that 
feed on watermelon seed. Unless 
fields are baited to kill off the 
seed-eating pests, poor stands 
may result. 
To make enough bait for 10 
acres, the rodent control special- 
ist recommended 40-poupds of 
coarse scratch feed or cracked 
corn or wheat, 4 ounces (or full 
tablespoons) of zine phosphide, 
and 4 ounces of lecithin or half 
a pint of mineral oil. (One- 
fourth of those amounts are re- 
quired for baiting 2% acres.)

Add 
zine phosphide until even grey 
coating is over ‘all the grain.
